The indent- 
ured are almost always orphan boy* 
and girls- -have no friends, protectors, 
or means of redress. They are under 
the absolute control of their "masters" 
as the law term those to whom they are 
"indentured." True, the law reads re- 
dress, but how can a friendless and pen- 
niless orphan girl obtain means to secure 
that redress? She cannot. She be* DO 
means to fee a lawyer, cannot give se- 
curity for costs, and of course thh law is 
beyond her reach! Here is the whole 
story of Northern philanthropy in a nut- 
shell; which thousands of bleeding and 
blasted youthful hearts could attest to, 
were the oppertunity afforded them.
